That the canning plants in A d a m s 
County, 
which 
operate 
extensively 
every year for many months 
during 
the apple season, will comply with the 
new code is the statement of the var­ 
ious managers. 
C. IL Mu nae I pi an, of 
Biglerville, president of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Canners 
Association 
is 
much 
pleased with the new legislation. 
He 
says: 
“While it is not as complete as 
we 
would like it to be, yet we appreciate 
what we have developed for we are all 
very enthusiastic about sanitary reg­ 
ulations for the welfare of our 
can­ 
ning industry. There is nothing so im- 
portant in our minds, in order to stim­ 
ulate 
the 
consumption 
of 
canned 
goods, as 
clean 
canning 
factories. 
This in our opinion goes further than 
advertising in a general way. 
“If there were some way that every 
canning factory in the United States 
w'ould be brought under sanitary reg­ 
ulations 
and 
strictly 
enforced, 
it 
would have a most desirable effect, in 
our judgment, and we hope that this 
can he developed in some way in 
the 
near future, as several 
canning 
fac­ 
tories not having the proper sanitary 
features, will bring reproach 
on 
the I 
whole canning industry.” 
The new code gives 
extensive 
in­ 
structions 
as to the proper 
location 
of factories so that the sanitary 
con­ 
duct of the 
establishment 
may 
be 
properly cared for. The interior 
ar­ 
rangement of the factories 
is 
given 
equal attention as well as the conduct 
of the plant. Every detail is 
covered 
and the removal of all 
litter, 
waste 
and by-products is provided for. 
The protection cf the employes from 
injury by any of the 
machines, 
the 
safeguarding against injury or loss of 
life by fire, the employment of persons 
physically fit for the work 
and 
not 
suffering from a 
communicable 
dis­ 
ease, and the provision of rest rooms, 
are all taken care of by the numerous 
sections o( the code; 
while 
smoking 
and chewing with 
other 
unsanitary 
practices are strictly forbidden. 
The promptness of local canners to 
comply with the provisions of the new 
law speaks well for the 
industry 
as 
conducted here and which has become 
such a prominent factor in the devel­ 
opment of Adams County as 
a 
fruit 
growing section.

President and His Advisers Also Con­ 


sidered Dernburg’s Status and Put 


It Up to Von Bernstorff. 


Washington, May 12. — Germany, 
through Ambassador Gerard, notified 
the 
United 
States that submarine 
commanders had been specifically in­ 
structed not to harm neutral vessels 
not engaged in hostile acts; and that 
Germany would pay for damages to 
such ships in the war zone. 
Neutral ships carrying contraband 
will be dealt with, the announcement 
says, according to the rules of naval 
warfare. 
If neutral ships are acci 
dentally damaged in the war zone, 
G e r m a n y will express its regrets and 
pay damages without prize court pro­ 
ceedings. 
The German government Justifies it* 
submarine 
warfare on the grounds 
that England is threatening to starve 
the civilian population of Germany by 
prohibiting neutral commerce in food­ 
stuffs and other necessaries. 
In 
previous 
communications 
Ger­ 
many has disclaimed 
responsibility 
for any harm that might befall neu­ 
tral vessels venturing into the war 
zone. 
The text of the announcement ca­ 
bled by Mr. Gerard, which was issued 
by the Berlin foreign office in the form 
of a circular, follows: 


“ First- The imperial German gov­ 
ernment naturally has no Intention of 
causing to lie attacked by submarines 
or air craft such neutral shins of com­ 
merce in the zone of naval warfare. 
or definitely described In tile notice of 
the German admiralty staff of Feb. 4th 
last, as have been guilty of no hostile 
act. On the contrary most definite in 
structions repeatedly 
have 
been is­ 
sued to German war vessels to avoid 
attacks on such ships under all cir­ 
cumstances. 
Even when such ships 
have 
contraband of war on board, 
they are dealt with by submarines 
solely according to the rule of inter­ 
national law applying to prize war­ 
fare. 
“Two—Should a neutral ship never­ 
theless come to harm through German 
suhntiirlneft or air craft <>n account of 
an unfortunate (omitted word I in the 
above mentioned zone of naval war 
tare the German government will un­ 
reservedly recognize Its responsibility 
therefor. 
In such a case it will ex­ 
press its regrets and afford damages 
without first Instituting a prize court 
action. 
“Three—It is the custom of the (her­ 
man government as soon as the sink­ 
ing or a neutral ship in the above m en­ 
tioned zone ol naval warfare is ascrib­ 
ed to German war vessels to institute 
an Immediate Investigation Into the 
cause, lf grounds appear thereby to 
be given tor association of such a 
hypothesis, the German navy places 
itself in voujmuuh ation with toe in­ 
terested neutral government so that 
the latter may also institute an inves­ 
tigation. 
“If the German government is there 
by convinced that the ship has been 
de*iro>ed by German war vessels it 
will not delay in carrying out the pro­ 
visions of paragraph two above. 
In 
case the German 
government, con­ 
trary to the viewpoint of the neutral 
government, is not convinced by the 
result of the Investigation the Ger­ 
man government has also already on 
several occasions declared itself ready 
to allow the question to be decided by 
an International Investigation commis­ 
sion, according to chapter three of 
The 
Hague convention of Oct. IS. 
19(*7, for tne peaceful solution of in­ 
ternational disputes.” 
This communication was laid before 
the cabinet, which held its first sea 
Bion since the Lusitania's sinking. 
i 
Despite the uniform refusal of all 
the cabinet officers to discuss what 
took place at the meeting, it also be 
came known that one subject of dis­ 
cussion was Dr. Bernhard Dernburg, 
former Gorman colonial secretary, and 
sometimes spoken of as Emperor Wil­ 
liam's 
unofficial 
spokesman in the 
United States. 
Dr. Dernburg’s speeches were re­ 
ferred to, it was understood, and his 
most recent utterances in Cleveland 
and New York Justifying the torpedo­ 
ing of the Lusitania were mentioned 
by at least one member of the cabi­ 
net. 
Although the German embassy 
from time to time has stated that Dr. 
Iiernburg lias no connection with it, 
and thai he is in the United State* as 
the representative of the German Red 
Cross, the state department never has 
been officially advised of his status, 
and in view of his prominence and the 
weigiit of his utterances it was being 
suggested in official quarters that it 
might not be unusual lf the state de­ 
partment were to Inquire of Count von 
Bernstorff of his standing. So far Dr 
Iiernburg is regarded as a traveler 
and a guest of the United States. 


Mrs. to. G. Vanderbilt and Mrs. Cor­ 
nelius Vanderbilt, Alfred Gwynne Van­ 
derbilt’s mother, in New \ ork have 
abandoned all hope that he had es­ 
caped. Word was received by cable 
that every effort made to locate Mr. 
Vanderbilt had failed and tiiat the in­ 
evitable conclusion of hts friends in 
England was that he had been lost. 
The condition of Mrs. A. G. Vander­ 
bilt, as a result of the severe strain 
she has endured since the news of the 
sinking of the Lusitania was received 
in New York, has occasioned great 
anxiety to her friends. It was said that 
she probably will return to Newport 
within the week to recuperate from 
her prostration.

Paris, May 12.—The French war of­ 
fice issued the following statement on 
the progress of hostilities: 
“ In Belgium, near St. Georges, the 
enemy endeavored by a night attack 
to recapture th© positions taken by 
us. They were, however, repulsed 
“To the north of Arras our progress 
has continued. 
Monday evening we 
toqk possession first of the cemetery, 
then of the eastern part of the vil­ 
lage of f a r e n c y and of the road from 
Careney to Sanchez. 
"Carency, where we took 23d more 
prisoners, including three otficeis, and 
captured several machine guns, is now 
invested bv our troops on three sides 
and is reduced to precarious commu­ 
nication with the German lines. 
“The forces brought by the enemy 
from Lens and from Denial in automo­ 
bile© were not successful at any place 
In getting the advantage. Four strong 
counter attacks broke down under our 
fire during the afternoon of Monday, 
at the same time suffering very heavy 
losses. 
“These attacks took plare in front 
of Ixk>s, at Notre frame de Ixirette, 
at Sanchez and 
at 
Neuville Saint 
Vaast. At this la-st mentioned place 
we gained territory, at the same time 
making about I" 
prisoners. 
"Monday night the enemy suffered 
a further check. The counter attacks 
to the north of Neuville Saint Vaast, 
preceded by a violent bombardment, 
were completely repulsed, and we re­ 
tained all the ground gained by us, at 
the same time inflicting very heavy 
losses on our assailants.”

“Constantinople papers publish in­ 
terviews with wounded Turks describ­ 
ing the terrible artillery and machine 
gun fire, turning the earthworks into 
a veritable hell. Bayonet charges con­ 
tinued in the ravines, and the penin­ 
sula is strewn with dead. 
“Since the 29th six large transports 
with 7000 or K"00 wounded have a r ­ 
rived at Constantinople from the pe­ 
ninsula, testifying to the determined 
character of the fighting.”
